An interesting sult against bondsmen was 
filed in the County Clerk’s office yesterday, 
under the title of the Metropolitan Loan 
Association of Los Angeles vs. Eugene 
Germain (administrator ef the estate of 
Henry Ortlopp), I. M. Hellman, Walter 8.

Stern, k. Germain, I. Jevne, Philip Seld- 
ner, 8. B. Lewis, Max Mey bere, . Bar- 
uch, J. W. Montgomery and I. Mosher 
were elected directors of plaintiff's corpor- 
ation; and that said directors Im- 
mediately after their own election elec- 
ted Henry Ortlopp secretary; that 
under the previousiy existing by-laws 
the directors were uired to fix the 
amount of his and did fix it at #5000; 
that August 17,1 Ortlopp filed his bond, 
withthe following sureties: I. M. Hell- 
man, W.S. Maxwell, J. C. MeMenomy, C. 
I. Howiand and F. Adam; that from that 
day until his death, Ortlopp discharged the

OLD JUDGE GKEER. 


How He Stood Up for Equity and 
Couldn't Be Bribed. 
[Lancaster Inquirer. ] 

Hay Brown’s reference to the Chris- 
tiana riot in his speech at the Young 
Republicans’ banquet su a 
story which he told me the following 
morning about Judge Greer, who, it 
will be recalled, tried the treason 
cases that resulted frem that riot. 
Upon one occasion Greer heard a case 
involving the ownersbip of land. The 
law points involved were clear enough 
to warrant a verdict for defendant, 
and His Honor so charged. He even 
intimated to the jurors that they need 
not retire unless they wished to. But 
the twelve wise men, either through 
misapprehension or Ifulness, re- 
turned a verdict for the plaintiff. 
Judge Greer received the verdict with- 
out sign of surprise. When, however, 
the Clerk of the Court handed it to him 
he calmly took a ee Saree deliber- 
ation, proceeded to erase and set aside 
the verdict. ‘‘In this court. gentle- 
men,“ he said, it takes thirteen men 
to steal a man’s farm.“ 

On another occasion Greer, who, by 
the way, was an Associate Justice of 
the United States Supreme Court, was 
in the adjudication of an ad- 
miraity case. One of the principal . 
ties in interest was an old salt who had 
sailed the briny many a year and was 
more used to — his ship’s crew 
than to the customs of courts and 
landsmen. He could not conceal his 
anxiety touching the outcome of the 
trial. Knowing Judge Greer’s weak- 
ness for whisky, the idea sug- 
gested itself that six gallons of the 
very best brand might, while exhilar- 
ating the Judge, atthe same time im- 
press him that the captain was a pretty 
fellow. The captain im- 
parted his idea to a friend. e friend 
told the Judge. Then, says Mr. Brown, 
who heard ex-Attorney Lewis Cassidy 
tell the story, Judge Greer in the midst 
of the next day’s deliberations, sud- 
denly interrupted the proceedings by 
calling the captain to the bar of the

For the Board of Freeholders. 


In the matter of selecting fifteen per- 
sons to stand as candidates for the 
board of freeholders to be elected next 
month, for the purpose of framing a 
new charter for the city of Los An- 
geles, we think a happy beginning has 
been made. 

The proposition to make the selection 
on broad, non-partisan grounds; to 
unite upon a single ticket of good men, 
irrespective of political or party affilia- 
tion, met with popular fayor from the 
start; and the work of initiating the 
movement has therefore been rendered 
comparatively easy. 

This work was properly undertaken, 
and has been carried forward, thus far, 
by the city committees of the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties, respect- 
ively. 

At a harmonious session of the two 
committees held Jast evening, the au- 
thorized re tatives of the two 
great political parties finally united 
upon a ticket which cannot failto com- 
mand, as a whole, a very large meas- 
ure of popular respect and contidence, 
for it is composed of exceptionally goud 
material. 

From each of the parties—the Re- 
men were selected ag candidates for 
the proposed board of freeholders, the 
“fifteenth representative being first 
unanimously chosen in the person of 
Mayor Workman-—-a selection that will 
provoke little or no adverse criticism. 

A ticket so good as this ought to be 
elected by a large majority.“ The 
candidates are such, of course, not by 
their own procurement or solicitation, 
but by the deliberate, unbiased choice 
of the chosen representatives of the 
twe principal political parties, who 
may be accepted as fairly qualified 
spokesmen for their fellow-citizens.

The Anarchist, another of the Chi- 
cago organs, said: 

He who would 
‘war successfully must equip himself with 
all implements Ae to destroy his 
opponents 6 strive toward the 
overthrow of the existing order of things.“ 
Parsons, perhaps the most intellect- 
ual of the American Anarchists said: 
“We need no President, no Concressmen, 
no police, no militia, and no es agp Rise 
and let us exterminate them all. 00 to 
police or militia they send against us.“ 

With the foregoing aims defined. how 
is it possible for sane men to approve 
of anarchy? In America, where no 
privileged class exists, where no legal 
1 lines of caste are drawn, 
no man can assign even a pretense for 
its propagation. 

In England, France, Russia, Italy, 
Spain and Germany, the people have 
been goaded and brutalized by centu- 
ries of wrong and robbery, but such is 
not the case in America. 

In France, just prior to the outbreak 
of the great revolution, the people 
were slaves—the common people were 
incapable of holding property. The 
lords of the land and of the church 
held arbitrary power over the working 
masses; even the power of life and

Side Light Upon the Situation Be- 
tween His Election and Inaugura- 
tion—Some Adroit Letters That 
Silenced the Sccession Leaders. 


The instaliment of the Lite of Lin- 
colu“ in the Century for November in- 
cludes a number of letters now first 
published. ‘They were written after 
his election, aud before his inangura- 
tion, at a time when efforts were being 
made by his faiends and others to get 
from him some further declaration of 
principle or policy. The authors say 
that they have already given samples 
of these solicitations coming from 
Republicans, from Douglas Democrats 
and from the adherents of Bell; the 
following, coming from the fourth 
political school, will be found of equal, 
if not greater, interest.

For a few minute; the room is flooded 
with the harmony which he creates as 
he sways back ward and forward before 
the instrument, and before the listen- 
ers can express their delight he takes 
up the cigarette and the story as ab- 
ruptly as he put them down.

The engagement was broken, I have 
heard, because the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury interfered, expressing disap- 
proval. One story that was current 
claims that her fiance visited her to re- 
late what the Archbishop had said and 
suggested. Ilis manner, so the story 
goes, showed that he was wavering, 
and Jenny Lind, rising said: ‘You, 
who have told me to abandon the 
stage, need not be told you can never 
abandon your church. It is no ques- 
tion of choice for you—your duty is 
plain. Farewell.’ The termination of 
the engagement did not, however, ter- 
minate the friendship. The dean 
when he became such, was on term; of 
great friendship with Mme.

„In the American tour, after we left 
Philadelphia, Mr. Goldschmidt, who 
was the pianist of the company, was 
naturally thrown closely in contact 
with Madame.

Still we who had the best possible op- 
portunities to observe never suspected 
the existence of a tender feeling on her 
part, however much the ambitions of 
the gentleman may have been evident.

After the marriage 
came the re that it was one of con- 
venience—a business partnership rather 
than a union of hearts—and the old 
story was told over and over that there 
were dead leaves of a romance in her 
life whose perfume was rich with the 
incense of a Church of England altar. 
She was annoyed, and this card was 
printed with the express belief that it 
would indicate in some subtle way to 
the world how completely she had sub- 
ordinated the artist to the wife.

er marriage was unquestionably a 
happy one,for it was blessed with 
children and the love and unceasing 
tenderness of the husband. They were 
passing rich, and the spirit of acquisi- 
tiveness,which the cantatrice 
in common with most prime donne, 
was gratilled in a manger as substan- 
tial as even the rewards of the stuge 
could have been. But she was charita- 
ble withal, and, while never posing in 
the role of Lady Bountiful, gave duly 
and largely to organized charities— 
never promiscuously. Her earliest in- 
vestments were made in real estate in 
South Kensington in properties ad- 
joining those held by the Prince 
Consort. It is a familiar story 
how this thrifty husband of the 
Queen secured the adoption of this re- 
gion for receiving the overflow aepart- 
ment of the British Museum. and urged 
the project until the South Kensington 
museum excviled its potent and how 
shrewdly he coupled with this his trans- 
actions in real estate.’ There is no rea- 
son to put a color of scandal on this.

In a quiet way and for large sums 
took pupils.

He has written 
much of Jenny Lind, and during his 
editorship the pages of Macmillan’s 
teem with admiring references to her. 
It would be singularly appropriate if 
in his dual capacity as man of letters 
and mysician, as well as by reason of 
his personal association, he should be- 
come her biographer. In an article 
from his pen, published in Macmillan’s 
in 1876, something is told of the illness 
already referred to, which at an early 
period of her life deprived the canta- 
trice of her matchless voice. Ile quotes 
from a letter which she wrote to Gye, 
the impressario, as follows: ‘ 

Tho loss of my voice I believe to be 
permanent, and I share your regrets 
on the purest business unds. I 
had looked forward to the return of 
this engagement with a view of adding 
to my limited means and providing 
against a condition which has come too 
early, but is, of course, unavoidable for 
every singer. 

Sir George sees in this a spirit of calm 
and splendid resignation, which, per- 
haps, others less favored with an in- 
timate acquaintance and 8 of 
the lady would fail to perceive. How- 
ever readily she relinquished the re- 
wards of the stage at a subsequent 
time, she never lost her appreciative 
regard for money, as her real-estate 
transactions and other operations in 
finance go to prove. 

Her Lond m home, while giving evi- 
dence of wealth, is mot by any means 
an imposing establishmeat. The house, 
No. 1 Morton Gardens, Brompton road, 
Sonth Kensington, London, S. W., is a 
r structure, with a front gar- 

en of modest dimensions, with the 
ordinary flowering plants of the city 
growing therein. It is at the corner of 
rompton road, from which it is 
cut off by a windowless north 
wall anda igh stone fence, which 
reaches around into Morton Gardens 
and terminates in a carria —4 and 
door to a covered foot-w alk fwh ch leads 
some fifteen or twenty feet to the door- 
way. The carriage drive is merely a 
circle in which. to turn and pass out 
and the modest stables and household 
offices are reached by a gate and drive- 
way in the rear, opening from Bromp- 
ton road.

resen enny Lind as she appeared 
In 1830. The artist is not known to 
fame, but the likeness is said to be 
good and flattering. Jenny Lind was 
probably at no time of her life a beauty, 
and certainly in these later years her 
appearance is far from prepossessing.

As seen 
at this time itis an effort to think of 
her as the queen of song, swaying en- 
raptured throngs with the scepter of 
melody; yet, aiter all, the potency of a 
great voice extends to every sense, and 
perhaps it is thus we may reconcile the 
reports still current of her great 
beauty. Herr Goldschmidt, in appear- 
ance, as indeed in fact, is a gentleman.

Sources of Waste in the Kitchen. 
Economy counts more rapidly in the 
kitchen than in any other room in the 
house. With an untrained cook and

Bottling Fruit Whole. 

Putting fruit up whole without sugar, 
one of the newer modes in vogue, is 
substantially as follows: Fill clean, 
dry, wide-mouthed bottles with fresh, 
sound fruit; add nothing, not even 
water. Be sure that the fruit is well 
and in, and ram the 
corks—of t quality—tightly down 
into the neck of the bottles until level 
with the glass. Now tie the corks 
down tight with strong twine, and 
after putting the bottles into bags 
stand m ina pan or boiler of co d 
water. Let the water reach not quite 
to the shoulder of the bottles. Let the 
fire be moderate and bring the water 
to boiling. Boil gently for ten min- 
utes, remove from the fire and allow 
all to cool. Next remove the bottles, 
axe them dry and dip the corks in 
melted resin or bottle wax, taking care 
to cover ev part of the cork. This 
process is said to keep the fruit soand 
and fresh for years, but housewives in 
general will prefer to test it well and be- 
come familiar with all small details, 
such as the length of time for boilin 
different fruits, before employing it 
extensively. 


Insects in Ears. 
{Boston Budget.] 

Few troubles are more annoying or 
more productive of serious difficulty, if 
not removed, than insects in ears. 
Lying upon soft meadow grass, or 
sleeping upon a camp bed of f nt 
spruce, bugs of different denominations 
seem with a desire to inspect 
our auricles. Once inside, their frantic 
efforts to escape cause such agony that 
people have gone temporarily crazy 
with it. This may be instantly stopped 
by pouring the ear full of sweet oil, 
which suffocates the insect, and he is 
easily removed later by a syringe and 
warm water. Avoid intruding pins, 
etc., into the ears. Much harm may 
thus be done to their delicate mechan- 
ism, and little to the cause of all the 
trouble. If oil is not readily accessible 
use water, which is almost as good. 

Earache in any form may be quickly 
relieved by filling the organ with chlo- 
roform vapor from an uncorked bottle, 
vapor only, not the liquid; and mamma's 
bag should always contain a small vial 
of it, as it is useful in many ways. Ten 
drops upon a lamp of sugar is an ex- 
cellent remedy for hiccough or ordinary 
nausea, and [ have recalled tolife more 
than one person pronounced dead from 
sunstroke with a half teaspoonful, 
clear, poured down his throat.

„»The receiver of a phonogram will 
put it into his apparatus and the mes- 
sage will be given out more clearly, 
more distinctly than the best telephone 
message ever sent. The tones of the 


have finished are so perfectly rendered 
that one can distinguish het ween twen- 
ty different persons, each one of whom 
has said a few words. One tremendous 
advantage is that the letter may be re- 
ated a thousand times if necessary. 
The phonogram does not wear out by 
use; moreover, it may be filed away for 
a hundred years and be ready the in- 
stantitis needed. If a man dictates 
his will to the phonograph there will be 
no disputing the authenticity of the 
document with those who knew the 
tones of his voice in life. The cost of 
making the B will be scarcely 
more than the cost of ordinary letter 
aper. The machine will read out the 
etter or message at the same speed 
with which it was dictated. 

I have experimented with a device | 
for enabling printers to set type di- 
rectly from the dictation of the phono- 
graph, and think that it will work toa 
charm. It is so arranged that the 

rinter by touching a lever with his 
oot allows five or ten words of the 
phonogram to be sounded. If he is 
not satisfied with the first hearing he 
can make it repeat the same words 
over and over again until he has them 
in type. For busy men who dictate a 
great deal for the press I am sure that 
the phonograph will be a necessity after 
a very little experience. 
TAKING DOWN AN OPERA. 

“For musicians the phonograph is 
going to do wonders, owing tothe ex- 

me cheapness with which I can 
duplicate phonograms and the delica 
with which the apparatus gives out all 
musical sounds. In the early phono- 
graph of ten years ago, which was a 
very imperfect and crude affair com- 

to that of today, it was always 
noticed that musical sounds came out 
peculiarly well; the machine would 
whistle or sing far better than it would 
talk. This peculiarity of the phono- 
graph remains. I have taken down 
the music of an orchestra, and the re- 
sult is marvelous; each instrument 
can be perfectly distinguished, the 
strings are perfectly distinct, the 
violins from the cellos, the wind 
instruments and the wood are per- 
fectly heard, and even in the uotes of 
a violin the over tones are distinct to a 
delicate ear. It is going to work won- 
ders for the benefit of music lovers. A 
piece for any instrument, for the piano 
or for an orchestra, or an act,or the 
whole of an opera, musical instruments 
and voices can be given eut by the 
phonograph with a beauty ef tone and 
a distinctness past belief, and the 
duplicating apparatus for phon 
is so cheap an affair that the price of 
music for the phonograph will be 
scarcely worth considering. As the 
phon m will be practically inde- 
structible by ordinary use such music 
can be played over and over again. 
AN ELECTRIC MOTOR. 

„My first phonograph, as you remem- 
ber, consisted simply of a roller carry-

motors, but found them untrustworthy 
and noisy. The motors I am now mak- 
ing are absolutely steady and noiseless. 
There is no part of the apparatus, the 
tools for which I am now making upon 
a large scale here, which is likely to 
get out of order or to work in an un- 
certain manner.
